We are also required by law to prov.de mformafon 
that is not favorable to our products. In submitting food safety information to the government 
for review, we cannot and would not pick and choose which research to present. 

During the development of a new GMO seed, much of the research is conducted by independent 
third party laboratories certified to conduct safety testing using protocols required by the 
government. If a study were ever to yield a result that raised any food safety concern, we are 
required to present that information to the FDA. We take this requirement very seriously. Failure 
to provide such statements to the government is a crime.
